WARMING UP 


It’s been nearly 11 years since PETRA 
started barnstorming the midwest with 
the power of THE Rock (Deuteronomy 
32:31)- Five albums, 1200 concerts and 
nearly one million miles have been the 
“dues” we’ve paid... but, oh what rewards 
for Christ’s Kingdom! Thousands of young 
people have been encouraged, strength¬ 
ened, saved and discipled! And the Lord 
has always provided our hope and energy 
when we thought we had none. He has 
truly provided a “Second Wind.” 

HITTING OUR STRIDE 

Yet the first nine years almost seem 
like a leisurely jog compared to the break¬ 
neck pace we’ve maintained since early 
1981. We started our own booking and 
management company, PETRAFIED PRO¬ 
DUCTIONS. Then we recorded and re 
leased NEVER SAY DIE, hitting the road 
with spiritually militant fervor. Decked 
out in army fatigues, we traveled 100,000 
miles in our khaki tank-of-a-truck to play 
120 concerts. Many of you were discover¬ 
ing PETRA for the first time, and we were 
bolstered by this new-found enthusiasm. 
“The Coloring Song” became a # 1 hit on 
Gospel radio stations across the conti¬ 
nent. This was a true breakthrough, since 
PETRA had never received much airplay 
previously. All of this set the stage for the 
next major step... 

RUNNING THE RACE 

MORE POWER TO YA was written and 
rehearsed in a matter of weeks between 
heavy touring. We sensed the Lord’s 
anointing on the entire project from the 
studio to the album cover. Five weeks 
before the album was officially released, 
we began the MORE POWER TO YA 
TOUR. The initial trip covered 41 cities in 
51 days from coast to coast, nearly 10,000 
miles, WITHOUT COMING HOME! (We 
were homesick!) Soon after the album 
was released, the title song climbed the 
charts to become PETRA’s SECOND # 1 
song within a year, and “Stand Up” be¬ 
came the # 1 song on the Christian Rock 



Charts for 10 straight weeks. (We were 
ecstatic!) The band continued to tour, 
playing 135 concerts in front of nearly 
230,000 people. (79 of these concerts 
were sellouts or record crowds!) Since 
the MORE POWER TO YA TOUR began, 
over 4,000 young people have made 
commitments to Christ as Lord, and we 
keep getting reports about the impact of 
the album and concerts, months later!

WISDOM MORSELS 
TO START THE DAY 

In the early a.m. it’s sometimes hard to 
concentrate on more than being awake 
and not bumping into walls and doors! 
With that in mind, we’d like to suggest an 
easy way to “get into” the Word in a 
morning of quiet time! You start by taking 
small, bite-size pieces. Here’s how: 

The Book of Proverbs is a small book in 
the Bible, power-packed with the wisdom 
of Solomon and other writers of his day. 


Proverbs’ pithy and profound couplets 
move along quickly, Keeping your early 
morning attention. Various subjects are 
compared and contrasted, ranging from 
wisdom, morality, chastity and control of 
the tongue, to laziness, justice, our rela¬ 
tionships with others, and the attributes 
of a worthy woman! It’s amazing how 
much sense this book makes for the 80’s. 

Proverbs also handily contains 31 chap¬ 
ters; one for each day of the month. So, 
you can read the first chapter on the first 
day of the month, the second on the 
second day, and so forth. Proverbs can 
help start the day by setting your mind on 
things above. Proverbs is also helpful for 
reviewing the day’s events before you go 
to sleep. 












MAIN COURSE: 

Whether you are a brand-new Christian, 
a Godly old saint, or undecided, you 
should know that the main course in your 
spiritual diet should be Jesus Christ.
